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LEWIS RETURNS 
TO IONE WOLF 
ROLE IN LABOR 


Leaves A .F .L . Second Time; 


Desire For Independence 


In Politics Suspected

L. Lewis returned today to his fa­ 
m iliar role of a “lone wolf" labor 
leader because, inform ed sources 
said, he w ants a free hand in next 
y e ar’s presidential election. 
The 
unpredictable 
67-year-old 
boss of the United Mine W orkers 
pulled his union out of the A. F. 
of L. late yesterday with a dram at­ 
ic suddenness th at surprised most, 
and 
brought 
disapproving 
com ­ 
m ent—but no sign of revolt—from 
som e of his 600,000 m em bers. 
Mr. Lewis announced his deci­ 
sion in a 14-letter notice to A. F. 
of 
L. 
President 
W illiam 
Green 
which said: “We disaffiliate.” He 
scraw led the m essage in blue cray 
on on a half-sheet of w hite paper. 
K. C. Adams, editor of the U.M.W 
Journal, 
showed 
it to reporters 
and 
gave it to the m anager 
of th e union’s building to deliver 
to Mr. G reen’s office in A. F. of 
It. 
headquarters, 
eight 
blocks 
away. 
Mr. Green was not there. In New 
York, the A. F. of L. president 
said he was "very sorry indeed” 
th at the m iners had decided to 
leave the federation. 
F our or five m iners questioned 
in one southern Ulihois coal field 
disapproved of Mr. Lew is’ action 
But there was not even the faint­ 
est suggestion of a form al protest 
from rank-and-file m em bers of the 
union. 
Mr. Adams said the break was 
m ade because A. F. of L. leaders 
are “too afraid to fight” the Taft- 
H artley law. 
A. if. of L. sources said the break 
was hastened by th e organisation 
last week of the A. F. of L's Po­ 
litical League, w ith authority to 
endorse a presidential candidate 
next year if it so chooses. Mr. 
Lewis, they feel, w ants to be free 
to plump for his own choice ill the 
right time. 
Norm ally a Republican, he sup­ 
ported W endell W inkle is 1940 and 
Thomas E. Dewey in 1944. in 1936, 
he* backed President R oosevelt 
This is not the first tim e the 
blunt-spoken Lewis has .decided to 
go it alone. R e pulled o ut of the 
A. F. of L. once before in 1135 to 
form the C IO . five years later, 
he quit the C. I. O. and from 1940 
to 1946 he was a "lone wolf”, ne­ 
gotiating directly with the govern­ 
m ent for his contracts on som e oc­ 
casions. He reaffiliated with the 
A. F. of L. in February. 1946. 
Mr. Adams revealed Mr. Lewis 
has 
abandoned ,h is oft-expressed 
hope for a united Am erican labor 
movement. Asked bow the walk 
from the A. F. of L. would affect 
labor unity, he said th at “it is 
better” to have m any labor groups 
operating independently. 
Mr. Adams said the m iners in 
tend at this tim e to stay free of 
alliances "with other labor organ 
nations. H e said there is nothing 
to reports of a working political 
arrangem eut with the B rotherhood 
of Railway Trainm en, also inde­ 
pendent and headed by A. F. W hit 
ney. 
Mr. Lewis let Mr. Adams do all 
the explaining. He. refused to see 
reporters, rem aining in conference 
with his executive board while the 
announcem ent was made.

60, vice-president, and John Owens, 
57. of Cambridge, O., secretary- 
treasurer. 
“The election of Mr. K ennedy,”

C hristm as trad e will hit a new 
high a t least IO per cent ahead of 
1946, which set th e previous rec­ 
ord. 
Shopping last week h it a peak 
higher than Miy sim ilar period in 
the hectic 1946 g ift’ season, but 
m erchants said this w eek’s activi­ 
ty possibly will reach another new 
high. 
Stocks of m erchandise are hold­ 
ing up well, m uch b e tter than any 
year during th e w ar or the “re­ 
conversion” period th a t followed. 
Som e item s are hi short supply, 
principally because of unusually- 
heavy dem and, coupled w ith m a­ 
terial shortages in som e instances. 
Asked# which 
gift item s seem 
to be in p articu lar demand, one 
m erchant said: 
“ E verything is m oving well. Peo­ 
ple have plenty of money.” 


JOBS AND MONEY apparently 
a re a t a peak. S tatistics show in­ 
dustrial em ploym ent in this area is 
up nearly 5 per cent from 1946, 
w hile sales tax receipts—th e b ar­ 
om eter of retail business—are ru n ­ 
ning m ore than 13 per cent ahead 
of last year. Added to th e purchas­ 
ing pow er is $393,870 distributed 
to 6,690 C hristm as Club m em bers.

It’s an axiom in the loan field th at 
th eir business curve operates di­ 
rectly opposite from the average 
citizen's prosperity. W hen he has 
plenty of cash the loan business 
drops off; when he becom es hard­ 
pressed, the m oney-lenders’ activi­ 
ty sta rts to pick up.

LEWIS RETURNS 
TO IONE WOLF 
ROLE IN LABOR 


Leaves A.F.L. Second Time; 


Desire For Independence 
In Politics Suspected 


Bt The United Press. 
WASHINGTON. 
Dec. 
13—John 
L. Lewis returned today to his fa­ 
miliar role of a "lone wolf” labor 
leader because, informed sources 
said, he wants a free hand in next 
year’s presidential election. 
The 
unpredictable 
67-year-old 
boss of the United Mine Workers 
pulled his union out of the A. F. 
of L. late yesterday with a dram at­ 
ic suddenness that surprised most, 
and 
brought 
disapproving 
com­ 
m ent—but no sign of revolt—from 
some of his 600,000 members. 
Mr. Lewis announced his deci­ 
sion in a 14-letter notice to A. F. 
of 
L. 
President 
William 
Green 
which said: "We disaffiliate." He 
scrawled the message in blue cray­ 
on on a half-sheet of white paper. 
K. C. Adams, editor of the U.M.W. 
Journal, showed it to reporters 
and tl©ii gave it to the manager 
of the union’s building to deliver 
to Mr. Green’s office in A. F. of 
L. 
headquarters, 
eight 
blocks 
away. 
Mr. Green was not there. In New 
York, the A. F. of L. president 
said he was "very sorry indeed” 
that the miners had decided to 
leave the federation. 
Four or five miners questioned 
In one southern Illinois coal field 
disapproved of Mr. Lewis’ action. 
But there was not even the faint­ 
est suggestion of a formal protest 
from rank-and-file members of the 
union. 
Mr. Adams said the break was 
made because A. F. of L. leaders 
are "too afraid to fight” the Taft- 
Hartley law. 
A. f>. of L. sources said the break 
was hastened by the organisation 
last week of the A. F. of L’s Po­ 
litical League, with authority to 
endorse a presidential candidate 
next year if it so chooses. Mr 
Lewis, they feel, wants to bq free 
to plump for his own choice at the 
right time. 
Normally a Republican, he sup 
ported Wendell Winkle in 1940 and 
Thomas E. Dewey in 1944. In 1936, 
he* backed President Roosevelt. 
This la not the first time the 
blunks peke* Lewis has decided to 
go it alone. He pulled out of the 
A. F. of L. once before in 1935 to 
form the C.I.O. five years later, 
he quit the C. I. O. and from 1940 
to 1946 he was a "lone wolf”, ne­ 
gotiating directly with the govern 
ment for his contracts on some oc 
cesious. He reaffiliated with the 
A. F. of L. in February, 1946. 
Mr. Adams revealed Mr. Lewis 
has abandoned ,his oft-expressed 
hope for a united American labor 
movement. Asked how the walk 
from the A. F. of L. would affect 
labor unity, he said that "it la 
better” to have many labor groups 
operating independently, 
Mr. Adams said the miners in 
tend at this time to stay free of 
alliances “with other labor organ 
izations. He said there is nothing 
to reports of a working political 
arrangement with the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen, also inde­ 
pendent and headed by A. F. W hit­ 
ney. 
Mr. Lewis let Mr. Adams do all 
the explaining. He. refused to see 
reporters, remaining in conference 
with his executive board while the 
announcement was made. 
At the executive session, the 
board elected 
Thomas 
Kennedy, 
60, vice-president, and John Owens, 
57, of Cambridge, O., secretary- 
treasurer. 
“The election of Mr. Kennedy,” 
said' Mr. 
Adams, 
“assures 
the 
union that a seasoned gentleman 
will be available in case anything 
should happen to Mr. Lewia in the 
near future, as many 
reporters 
and radio columnists have been 
predicting " 
There have been persistent re­ 
ports Mr. Lewia may step out aa 
union president on account of hia 
health. More likely, some sources 
said, he is preparing to turn over 
more of the detail of running the 
union to Mr. Kennedy. This would 
leave Mr. Lewis himself free to

City’s Christmas Shopping Volume Mounts 4 DIE IN SERIES 
With Total Expected To Establish New Top Q f KILLINGS IN

Christmas trade will hit a new 
high at least IO per cent ahead of 
1946, which set the previous rec­ 
ord. 
Shopping last week hit a peak 
higher than m y sim ilar period in 
the hectic 1946 gift’ season, but 
merchants said this week’s activi­ 
ty possibly will reach another new 
high. 
Stocks of merchandise are hold­ 
ing up well, much better than any 
year during the war or the "re­ 
conversion” period th at followed. 
Some items are in short supply, 
principally because of unusually- 
heavy demand, coupled with ma­ 
terial shortages in some instances. 
Asked# which gift items seem 
to be in particular demand, one 
merchant said: 
"Everything is moving well. Peo­ 
ple have plenty of money." 


JOBS ANO M O N EY apparently 
are at a peak. Statistics show in­ 
dustrial employment in this area is 
up nearly 5 per cent from 1946, 
while sales tax receipts—the bar­ 
ometer of retail business—are run­ 
ning more than 13 per cent ahead 
of last year. Added to the purchas­ 
ing power is 6393,870 distributed 
to 6,690 Christmas Club members. 
However, the big buying rush 
may 
not 
be 
as 
economically 
“healthy" as it would appear on 
the surface. Accounting for part 
of the purchasing is the fact strict 
federal credit regulations were re­ 
laxed recently, allowing a custom­ 
er to make a down payment of as 


little as IO per cent — or none at 
all, according to the store’s policy. 
Savings backlogs built up dur­ 
ing prosperous war years are gone 
fbr the most part. W ar Bond re­ 
demptions are the heaviest yet; 
loan companies are doing a brl sit 
business—the heaviest in years. 
It’s an axiom in the loan field that 
their business curve operates di 
red ly opposite from the average 
citizen’s prosperity. When he has 
plenty of cash the loan business 
drops off; when he becomes hard 
pressed, the money-lenders’ actlvi 
ty starts to pick up. 


DESPITE T H E 
H EA V Y dollar- 
volume of business, the so-called 
unit turn-over is lower. 
In other 
words, the businessman’s volume, 
based on the murther of articles 
sold, is sm aller! because of the 
much higher prices. 
M erchants contend they don't 
like the high prices any more than 
their customers—that they’ve cut 
mark-ups in order to help hold 
down retail prices, thus reducing 
their margin bf profit from ^its 
regular percentage. 
Despite the heavy volume of 
business, the peak shopping day 
may fall 
later, 
merchants said. 
The last Saturday before Christ­ 
mas brought out the largest crowds 
of 
the 
1946 
season, 
merchants 
said. 
The demand for toys has been 
"pretty fair”, one merchant com­ 
mented. "People are looking for 
quality 
this 
year; 
they 
were 
•'burned’ by inferior goods in some 
instances 
during 
the 
war,”

added. "Good bicycles and other 
wheel goods are much in demand, 
as well as higher-priced trains.” 


SH ORTAGES? 
A few items are 
scarce, but there are no big va­ 


cancies on display counters such 
as those customers found

1941 through 1946. 
Women's underwear has been 
hard to find, but it's coming in 
better quantities at present, busi­ 
nessmen said. "Good" nylons are 
scarce because of m aterial short­ 
ages. 
The most popular gift items for 
men are shirts, sweaters and leath­ 
er jackets.

With the first of the Christmas 
mailing rush Just getting started. 
Postmaster 
Ralph 
C. 
Benedum 
said today that cancellations at the 
post office are averaging 25,000 
daily, an increase of 16,000. 
But the worst is yet to come 
when the mail reaches it* peak, 
cancellations 
will 
total 
100.000 
dally. 
He asked that residents mall 
cards and package* immediately 
so that it will arrive at the post 
office in a steady flow instead of 
in huge bunches. 
Mr. Benedum said only one car­ 
rier delivery la anticipated on Dec. 
24 since the day before Christmas 
la a half-holiday for all federal 
employees. All regular employee* 


who can be spared will be excused 
for four hours. 
The 
postmaster 
said 
clerical 
service will be the same as the 
regular Saturday service. Special 
delivery articles, perishable par­ 
cels and all Christmas parcala will 
be delivered by substitute em­ 
ployees. 
This will be the first such half- 
holiday for the local post office, 
although it was started last year. 
Mr. Benedum said any men re­ 
quired to work will be given time 
off later. 
One Christmas rush already la 
ended, Mr. Benedum said, except 
in a few instances. That is for 
overseas shipment to the armed 
forces or to families who have 
relatives in foreign countries. 
He again reminded 
residents 
that full and correct addresses 
should be used and to wrap pack­ 
ages securely. 
Christmas cards 
should be tied in bundles with 
stamps in th ^ sa m e comer. 
He warned that envelopes of 
third class mall may not be sealed, 
either by sticking the flap or clos­ 
ing with Christmas seals. Seals, 
however, may be affixed to the 
back of the envelope.

Burma, India, Ceylon, South Africa, 
and all th* many colonies and de­ 
pendencies. 
The two billion dol­ 
lars of hard assets :n th* vaults 
of the bank of England ar* not 
only the operating reserve of the 
United Kingdom, they are also th#

reserve 
of

sterling area 
The war has sent the liabilities 
of th* bank In London to Its sterl­ 
ing area customer# sky-rocketing 
upwards to more than 16 billion 
dollars, lf the hank's reserves fall 
below a certain point, its customers 
in South Africa or elsewhere will 
take fright and atart a run. Bri­ 
tain then will be depleted entirely 
of hard assets and

In November, 
when there was no assurance that

sponsibility, such as 
the former 
chancellor of th# exohuequer, Dr.

If the opposition to the Marshall 
plan is successful, the risk of an­ 
other and this time final run on 
the British treasury will become 
acute, lf there is such a run, not 
only Britain, but all th# countries 
of the sterling area except per­ 
haps gold-rich South Africa, will 
he hit mortally. All will be forced 
to 
trad# 
exclusively* by 
barter, 
since 
their own 
currencies 
will 
have no value on the world m ar­ 
ket. Normal world trade, constant­ 
ly constricted 
in 
the lest year, 
simply 
will cease altogether. 
The economy of the whole non- 
Soviet world will collapse with a 
crash, no doubt bringing us down 
at the same time. Simultaneously. 
a bankrupt Britain will be com­ 
pelled to resign her Innumerable 
costly comm itm ents oversea#, 
in 
key 
area* 
from 
north 
Germany 
to southeast Asia. In this event, 
which the Kremlin long has be­ 
lieved was prophesied by its holy 
books, It will be ridiculous to talk 
of resisting Soviet aggression by 
any 
m eans 
but 
one. 
And 
that 
means will be war. 
These are 
grim 
and 
sobering 
considerations. They must be de­ 
scribed. and they must be weighed 
carefully, 
because 
they 
ar* 
the 
real bases of American policy. But 
they 
need occasion 
no hysteria. 
The British will turn tha corner 
this winter lf, in our own interest*, 
we give 
them 
th* needed 
help. 
It only remains for us to act Jn 
i ou rown interests, decisively wise 
I ly and above all promptly.

To 53 At Lions Meeting 


The United States must adopt 
peacetime military conscription to 
strengthen its forces and back up 
its statesmen in dealings with Soy 
let Russia, Don W. Schoeppe of 
W arren, immediate past state com 
man der of the American Legion, 
warned In an address here Friday 
noon. 
Speaking to the Lions Club and 
guests from the Kiwanls and Ro 
tary Clubs, Mr. Schoeppe declared 
national security is ‘‘the most per­ 
tinent question before the Amer­ 
ican people today". 
He 
also 
assailed 
Communists 
and 
their 
sympathizers 
in 
the 
United States, declaring: 
“They have a throttle-holi that 
may someday be our downfall un­ 
less we break It very quickly.*’ 
Fifty-three heard 
his address, 
which followed a luncheon in the 
Travelers Hotel. Mr. Schoeppe ex­ 
plained the American Legion and 
67 other organizations have Joined 
forces to urge Congress to pass a 
Universal Military Training law at 
its next session, requiring every 
18-year-old youth to take a year’s 
military training. 
Petitions will be circulated kl 
East Liverpool and every Other 
American city to back enactment 
of the law, he said. 
“The tragedy of Pearl Harbor 
was not so much the loss of lives 
and naval 
power, but that the 
American people have not profited 
from the lesson,” Mr. Schoeppe de­ 
clared. 
"Six years later, we’re repeat­ 
ing what we did after World War 
I—becoming apathetic to the dan­ 
gers th at confront, us.” 
He closed with 
the assertion 
the Communist party should be 
outlawed in the United 
States. 
"It’s not a political party—It's the 
direct agent of Soviet Russia," Mr. 
Schoeppe declared.
